not pzeſent when it was cut out: foz the wings on his tboulders 
come down half way þ1s arm, @his skirts as much below bis waſt; 
Lo be ſhozr, the pz man goes every wap as near as map be, foz 
he remembers at what charges he is at home, and knows not what 
it will coſt him in feeing his Connfellozs, Attozneps, Pectyfoggers, 
which will do nothing witbout pzeſent pay : he diſpatcheth his 
buſineſs ſpedily, and hies þtm home, with ſuch haſt to avoid gzeat- 
er charges, that he reſts no where by the way. And herebp it chanceth

af the time of her deiiverance, tbe 1s foz the moſt part, not onely in 


exceeding pain, but aiſo in ns leſs danger of. death : But ali this is 


nothing fo tye husbands troubles, on whole hands alene deth reſt 
the wyoie cyarge anb weight of maintaining the houſe,and diſpatchs 


ing all matters, which 1s efrecitines mrangled lo with controvere 


fies,and ſo thwarted with.croſs foztune, that the pw2 man 1s fo2- 
mented with all vexations of mind. | 
Being thus wearped, and as if were won awap with continual 
grief, troublous cogitations, fepl and travel, he hath no mind on 
any other pleaſure: whereas te on the other ſide is as luſtp as ever 
ſbe was : mean while his ſtock decaps, and his ſtate gzor's wozſe 
and wozſe: and as that diminitÞerh, ſo he muſt perfozce fbozten her
